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DETAILED ACTION 

In view of the Appeal Brief filed on 02/26/2006, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED. 
New action set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non- final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41.31 followed by an 
appeal brief under 37 CFR 41 .37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and appeal brief fee 
can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth in 37 CFR 41 .20 have 
been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant must pay the difference between 
the increased fees and the amount previously paid.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

2. Claimsl-31 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Christensen (U.S. 
6,330,605) and Guenthner (U.S. 6,230,196). 

As per claims 1,14 Christensen disclosed a method of processing a first request for web page, 
comprising: receiving the first request for the web page (col. 4, lines 60-67); 

However Christensen did not go in details of transmitting, to a device from which the first 
request was received, at least one command to send a second request for the web page, and a first 
timestamp. 

In the same field of endeavor Guenthner disclosed, "Dynamic HTML generator is preferably 
implemented in software running on a computer comprising the Web server platform. As noted 
above, the generator functions generally to insert network path information into at least one link 
of a HTML page then being generated in response to HTTP request. Generator may also insert 
other information, such as time stamp or control data that may be parsed by the browser (Col. 4, 
66 - col. 5, line 20). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
was made to have incorporated dynamic HTML generator is preferably implemented in software 
running on a computer comprising the Web server platform. As noted above, the generator 
functions generally to insert network path information into at least one link of a HTML page then 
being generated in response to HTTP request. Generator may also insert other information, such 
as time stamp or control data that may be parsed by the browser as taught by Guenthner in the 
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method of Christensen to increase the availability of the services offered by the service provider 
and also alleviating time consuming activities. 

3. As per claims 2,15 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed wherein the transmitting step is 
responsive to an existence of a second timestamp received with the request (Guenthner, col. 5, 
lines 5-16). 

4. As per claim 3,16,28 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed comprising the additional steps 
of: identifying a third timestamp; and responsive to the second timestamp received with the 
request, processing the request for the web page responsive to the second timestamp and the third 
timestamp (Guenthner, col. 5, lines 5-16). 

5. As per claims 4,17 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed wherein the identifying the third 
timestamp step is responsive to a capacity of at least one selected from at least one server and a 
device coupled to the at least one server (Guenthner, col. 5, lines 5-16). 

6. As per claims 5,18 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed incrementing at least one of a 
plurality of counters responsive to the first request (Guenthner, col. 6, lines 19-34). 

7. As per claims 6,19 Christensen- Guenthner wherein each of the plurality of counters 
corresponds to a range of time different from the other plurality of counters (Guenthner, col. 5, 
lines 5-16). 
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8. As per claims 7,20 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed wherein the identifying the third 
timestamp step is additionally responsive to at least one of the plurality of counters (Guenthner, 
col. 5, lines 49-57). 

9. As per claims 8,21 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed comprising the additional steps of 
receiving a notification of abandonment of at least one selected from the first request and the 
second request; and decrementing at least one of the plurality of counters (Guenthner, col. 5, 
lines 46-57). 

10. As per claims 9,10,22,23 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed wherein the identifying the 
third timestamp step comprises sending a command to at least one selected from at least one 
server and a device coupled to the at least one server (Guenthner, col. 5, lines 22-34). 

11. As per claims 1 1 ,24 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed wherein the transmitting step is 
responsive to a type of the first request (Guenthner, col. 5, lines 22-34). 

12. As per claims 12,25,30 Christensen- Guenthner additionally comprising transmitting 
computer readable program code devices configured to cause a computer to send the second 
request responsive to the indicator transmitted (Guenthner, col. 5, lines 22-34). 
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13. As per claims 13,26,3 1 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed wherein the computer readable 
program code devices configured to cause the computer to send the second request responsive to 
the indicator transmitted comprise at least one selected from a Java script and a Java applet 
(Christensen, col. 4, lines 27-39). 

14. As per claim 27 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed a user request router having an input 
coupled to an apparatus input operatively coupled for receiving the first request (Christensen, 
col. 4, lines 60-67), the user request router for providing at an output a signal responsive to the 
first request received at the user request router input (Guenthner, col. 7, lines 6-12); and a 
cookie/applet generator having an input coupled to the user request router output for receiving 
the signal, the cookie/applet generator for providing a first output coupled to an apparatus output 
a first indicator of at least one time to send a second request for the web page (Christensen, col. 
4, lines 43-56). 

15. As per claim 29 Christensen- Guenthner disclosed wherein the cookie/applet generator 
provides at a second output a third indicator of time corresponding to the first indicator of time, 
the apparatus additionally comprising: a stroke count storage for having an input coupled to the 
cookie/applet generator third output for receiving the third indicator of time (Christensen, col. 6, 
lines 3-14), the stroke count storage for storing the third indicator of time and a set of fourth 
indicators of time and for providing the third indicator of time and the set of fourth indicators of 
time at an input/output; and a cutoff timestamp calculator having an input operatively coupled 
for receiving an indicator of capacity (Christensen, col. 4, lines 1-14), the cutoff timestamp 
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calculator for selecting and providing at an output a timestamp from the set of fourth indicators 
of time responsive to the capacity; and wherein the user request router additionally comprises a 
cutoff timestamp input coupled to the cutoff timestamp calculator output and the user request 
router provides the signal additionally responsive to the timestamp received at the cutoff 
timestamp input (Christensen, col. 9, lines 39-67). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-3 1 have been considered but are moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection.
